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Labor Must Decide 

Organized labor in the United States has 
enjoyed, for years, a position of special privi- 
lege. Since the passage of the Wagner Act, in 
fact, labor unions have enjoyed privileges 
which, in more than one instance, seem plainly 
to be in violation of the principles of individual 
freedom enunciated in the federal constitution 
and the bill of rights. 

Today, however, organized labor faces a 
public opinion that is demanding that some 
sort of curb be placed upon its powers. There 
are strong indications the present congress, 
well aware of that public opinion and its 
streneth, will enact, in. some degree, the desired 
curbing and regulating laws. 

It is entirely possible that the congress may 
go much further than now appears probable, 
and*pass laws which will be far more drastic 
than now proposed. Whether drastic action is 
taken, depends almost entirely upon organized 
labor, itself. 

There are today three distinct movements 
by various branches of organized labor which 
are intended for one purpose only,. that :s to 
break through the existing ceiling on wages. 
Behind each of these movements is the threat 


to strike. 

One movement, which has already been 
denied by the War Labor Board, is the demand 
of the meat packing workers for wage increases 
larger than the 15 per cent allowance over 
January 1, 1941, levels which is provided in the 
“Little Steel” formula. Aircraft workers are 
making similar demands. Both AFL and CIO 
unions are involved. 

Secondly is the demand of John L. Lewis 
for a $2 a day increase for all his United Mine 
Workers. 

Thirdly, the railroad trainmen’s brother- 
hoods are pressing for a blanket increase for 
all their members. 

If any or all of these groups of workers put 
their strike threats into effect, it will result 
in serious interference with the war effort. It 
would amount to nothing less than wholesale 
betrayal of the nation and outright alliance 
with the Axis foes. 

If such strikes should~occur, congress would, 
beyond doubt, arise in wrath shared by all the 
“eco Then, in what might well be record 

time, congress would probably enact restrictive 
laws on organized labor that would be drastic 
and ruthless beyond present-day imaginings. 

If such a situation arises it will be labor’s 
own fault. 

There aré, today, two bills involving com- 
paratively mild restraint on labor which the 
unions, would be wise to support; at least, not 
to openly oppose. 

The first is the Hobbs bill, which would 
make organized labor amenable to anti-racket- 
and anti-trust laws. This has been 
favorably by almost

The second is a measure, due to be introduced 
soon, providing for the incorporation of unions, 
to require regular financial by 
unions and to impose truly secret vote in union 
elections ana thus relieve the rank and file of 
their membership from dictatorial leaders. 

If organized labor is wise, it will accept 
these restrictions which are, surely, most 
reasonable and just. 

If it is unwise, it will blindly insist on con- 
tinuance of special privilege, on wage increases 
that ignore the welfare of the nation as a 
whole and defiance of every move to fight 
disastrous inflation. 

If it follows the unwise course, it will set 
loose a storm that will sweep into the discard 
many of the “gains” of recent years, without 
regard to their desirability or danger.

No Need for Secrecy 
The police committee of city council on 
Friday demoted Police Captain E. W. Ginn to 
the ranks on charges of “neglect of duty.” It 
was charged he permitted a turnkey to remain 
on duty when drunk. 


After a lengthy public hearing, the commit- 
tee staged a “star-chamber” session, barring the 
public and newspapermen alike from their 
final deliberations. What went on in that 
secret session is, of course, known only to 
members of the committee. 


The justice or injustice of the demotion of 
Ginn was a matter for committee decision. 
That the committee voted unanimously for the 
demotion indicates good grounds for the action. 

But the manner of its doing was all wrong. 
There was no need for the secret session. The 
very fact it was held indicates. there ‘was 
something which the committee was afraid 
to let the public know, which further indicates 
the action against Ginn was not based entirely 
upon evidence and facts in the case, but upon 
some other grounds, not creditable to the com- 
mittee itself. | ° 

No public committee, taking action honestly 
and without prejudice, need fear public knowl- 
edge. 

Ginn’s demotion may have been fully de- 
served, even though his record of 21 years on 
the force is an excellent one. But there is no 
room in American life for star chamber ses- 
sions in matters of this sort. The committee 
was foolish to hold such a session, inasmuch 
as it thereby opened to suspicion an action 
which otherwise would never have been ques- 
tioned.

Georgia Editors Say: - 


IN DENMARK 
(From The Valdosta Times.) 

The plight of Denmark in this war is showing 
signs of improvement, according to J. Christmas 
Moeller, former leader of the Conservative party 
and a member of the government, who escaped 
to England last May. In December he lectured 
in Washington, giving a comprehensive report of 
conditions in his country. He said that the Ger- 
mans made fair promises of just treatment, but it 
was under protest that the Danish government 
withdrew its armed resistance. Immediately 
thereafter, he said, the Germans began breaking 
their promises. 

The sympathies of the people of Denmark, 
according to Mr. Moeller, are overwhelmingly on 
the side of the United Nations. 

Mr. Moeller declared that, in spite of many 
hardships, the Danish people are not yet starving, 
as it is an agricultural country, which makes this 
less likely than in a country dependent on im- 
ported foodstuffs. But the Germans have taken 
much of their livestock, and fuel is very scarce.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
THE OLD BOGEY WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Since events 


in Russia began to take such an unfavor- 
able trend for the Axis, the Germans have revived one of their 
oldest propaganda themes. 

It may be summarized in the phrase, “Germany is fighting 

to save Europe from Bolshevism.” 

No effort is made by the Nazi propagan- 
dists to say what Bolshevism is. The term is 
being used axiomatically as applying to a uni- 
versal enemy which threatens everything and 
which can only be destroyed by Germany and 
those who are helping her, or at least not 
hindering her, in the war. 

With more emphasis than ever, the Nazis 
are assuming that everybody recognizes. Bol- 
shevism as a thing to be fought at sight. As 
a commentator for the British Broadcasting 
Company recently said, they want you to think 
of Bolshevism as a vast vague bogey with 
whatever outlines happen to frighten you per- 
sonally the most. 

Now that the German besieging force at 
Stalingrad has fallen, and the Nazi forces are 
threatened with further disaster in Russia, they 
are, more than ever, laying emphasis on Bol- 

shevism as something foreign and essentially Asiatic. 

Hitler’s proclamation on the tenth anniversary of the rise of 
the Nazis to power spoke of the “Central Asiatic Bolshevik wave.” 
Axis propagandists have continually harped on the theme ever 
sinee, referring to the Russians as “primitive masses of. Turkmen, 
Kalmucks, Kirghize, Cossacks and Mongols.” 


TWOFOLD PURPOSE Picturing this bogey as more and more 


eastern and more and more barbaric, 
they have begun to talk about Tamerlane, Ghengis Khan, and a red 
wave wiping out all European culture. 

The purpose of reviving the old propaganda line is twofold, 
of course. It is designed, in the first place, to throw the fear of 
God into their own people, who, realizing the threat of being over- 
run by the Russian hordes, may thus be fortified against any in- 
ternal break-up and exert every ounce of effort to aid the war cause. 

The second purpose is to appeal to those conservative elements 
in the United States and Britain who still have not overcome their 
original antipathies for the Communist political philosophy. They 
hope to lull us into complacency by picturing the threat of Russian 
domination of Europe. 


AMAZING APPEAL Only a few days ago we witnessed. the 


amazing spectacle. of Dr. Goebbels, the 
Nazi propaganda minister, addressing an open appeal to conserva- 
tive British elements on the score. It was an undisguised plea for 
the British to turn on their Russian allies and help Germany save 
Europe from Bolshevism. 

No one can fail to see the hidden m@aning in all of this. The 
Germans are beginning to realize the danger of final disaster on the 
Russian front. 

When they launched the Soviet invasion a year and a half ago 
Hitler thought the Red army would be a push-over. He and his 
generals had calculated that it would require no more than a six- 
week campaign to conquer Russia, much as Poland and France had 
been eliminated. He did take an enormous amount of Russian 
territory, but each city his troops occupied was found to be bare. 


SALVAGED MACHINERY The Russians salvaged the greater 


part of all their important indus- 
trial machinery from the over-run area the first year of the war, 
And in 1942 they salvaged practically all of it. 

This machinery was moved back beyond the Ural mountains, 
where vast new cities have been established to carry on the pro- 
duction of essential war materials. It is from these new industrial 
centers, plus the help we and the British are giving them, that they 
are getting the guns and tanks and planes to wage the highly suc- 
cessful offensive now going on. 

Not only the machines were moved, but the workers who oper- 
ated them. Both machines and workers were transported in the 
same box car—the men never becoming separated from their tools. 
LAST CHANCE GONE UHitler’s last opportunity for knocking 

| Russia out of the war was last year. 


All Allied military experts were agreed that, if he failed in 1942, 
he|would not again have the opportunity. By 1943 the force of 
British and American aid would be a ‘factor which the Germans 
could never overcome. 

‘The end of 1942 not only saw Russia still on her feet, but 
actually found the Red army engaged in its greatest offensive of 
the war. 

The present year began with every assurance that the United 
States and Britain will launch a second front in Europe. Hitler 
no |longer will be able to give his undivided attention to Russia. 

These are some of the things that must be weighing on Nazi 
mimds to provoke a repetition of the old Bolsehvism propaganda 
line. It is not the danger of Bolshevism they are thinking of. 
Rather they are concerned with the possibility of being overrun 
by |the Russians and becoming the victims of retributive justice. 


RUSSIAN PLAN . Perhaps the Nazis have heard some of the 
things being said in Moscow. Some of our 


military observers just back from the Soviet capital report that 
the! Russians have conceived a plan of their own for making certain 
that the world is not plagued with another war of German origin 


in this or the next generation. 


Once the Nazis are beaten down, the Russians are talking of 


stripping Germany of every available piece of metal. 


According 


to the word brought back, they propose to dig up all the railroad 
tra¢tks, demobilize all German industries. 

In short, it is proposed to clean the country so thoroughly of 
all its industrial equipment that it will be left an agragrian nation 
entirely. That, it is:claimed, is what the Germans have done to 
the| 500 or more miles of Russian territory which fell into their 


hands. 


The Russians have a theory that it won’t be necessary to police 
Germany after she has been stripped of her metals and machinery. 
She will revert to an agricultural status and the world can go about 


its business in peace. 


That, perhaps, may be the extent of the economic threat of 
Bolshevism to Germany which the Nazis seem to foresee.

There is current in Atlanta, as there are in other cities, report: 
of greatly increased numbers of Negro rape cases and attempted 
rape cases. 

It is being whispered about that the number !s so great police 
are unable to cope with the problem; that news- 
papers do not dare report the cases, and that 
a case is reported almost every day. 

It was a relatively easy matter to obtain 
from police files the official report. The check 
went back as far as last August. The check 
stopped there only for the reason that the 
rumors dealt with the present and the past 
several weeks. There was nothing indicated 
beyond August above the average 

Since last August in the eity of Atlanta 
there have been reported three cases in which 
actual rape is charged and seven cases of at- 
tempted rape, ten reports in all. 

That is shocking. But the fact is that for 
a cigy the size of Atlanta that is not an above 
the average for any year. Asa matter of fact, 
it is slightly below the average. 

Of the three cases where actual completion 
of the crime is charged, the Negro charged with 

the crime is under arrest. In the seven cases where attempts were 
reported all but one case has been cleared up by arrests. Some 
doubt is expressed about one of the cases. ca 

Police say that of the seven attempts reported, it is not possible 
to be definite. Some of them may have been attempted robbery. 

The point is that this shocking and revolting crime is not 
showing an increase. The police are on the job. Those guilty 
are being apprehended and will be punished according to the law. 
In one county case reported, the guilty person has been tried and 
sentenced to death. 

It seémed to me in the interest of public welfare to bring these 
facts from the official record before the public. That is the only 
way to prevent whispered rumors from bringing about hysteria 
and mass fear. 


BE CAREFUL Police say that the fact there are no more 

cases is unusual because this is a time of war 
when many minds become upset; when crime increases: when 
more money is being spent; when public morals usually show a 
decline. 

There always are dangerous persons, white and colored. at 

large. There is no telling when some mentality will break down 
to the point where the person will commit a violent sex crime. 
+ We have not paid much attentton, in our prison procedures, to 
this problem. We ignore the few steps which could be taken. We 
cheerfully refuse to provide for medical examination before mar- 
riage despite the fact we know that syphilis causes much insanity 
of a violent nature. The worst terror Atlanta ever had in the 
history of sex crimes was a young man, whose wife and family 
believed him normal. He worked hard, but found excuses to get 
out nights, and while out committed the most violent crimes. He 
was a definite psychopathic case. Not all, but many sex criminals, 
are the result of disease. 

It is not possible for police to apprehend them in advance 

These warped persons are, by and large, on the loose. 
mental aberations may come suddenly and without warning. 
chiatrists cannot explain all about them. 

So police say to be careful. 

Try not to be alone at night on long stretches of unlighted streets. 

Do not leave doors or windows unlocked at night. 

Women left alone should, if possible, lock the doors of their 
rooms. Not that there is any wave of this crime; there isn’t. But 
this type of mental criminal is unpredictable. Police ask that 
common sense be the rule. | . 


RACE TENSIONS Police and transportation officials know 
that the only race tensions today are in our 
street car and bus systems. 

Everything possible is being done by officials. 
excellent job has been done. 

Members of both races have an obligation. 

The war has caused an unusual condition. All cars and buses 
are crowded, often unusually crowded. People are worried. Nerves 
are more strained. Most of those who get on buses are tired. 

Here is one field where all those who travel on buses may 
make a contribution to the war. 

Keep calm. Don’t let an insolent and arrogant person, white or 
colored, cause a row. Report any difficulty to the operator. Do 
it quietly. 

I recall being on a bus some weeks ago when there was some 
growling. A middle-aged Negro woman expressed the correct 
sentiment when she said: 

“Looks like too many people lost their manners.” 

Too many persons wave lost their manners. 

Seating arrangements are a matter of law. It often is possible 
to move and allow more seats at one end of the bus or other for 
those who legally must sit there. 

We can all make that contribution. 

Meanwhile, check all rumors. Don't believe a report until 
you know it to be true. 

Remember that, while we do not now have a crime wave. in 
time of war crime usually is more difficult to control. more easily 
committed. Use common sense precautions as to burglars and 
criminals. / 

Your police are on the job.

My Dear Louise: 

You speak often of poise, and seem to regard it as one of the 
chief social virtues, but I am afraid your definition of it doesn’t 
cover enough ground. You think it a quality that works automati- 
cally, like a pure heart or a good disposition. It can be like that, 
too, but that isn’t the important part of it. 

If one man is standing on the ground and another is balanced 
on top of a high pole, they may seem equally at ease; but the-one 
on the ground is doing nothing unusual, while the one on the pole 
displays remarkable physical poise. 

Attaining social poise may be as simple and easy as keeping 
your balance when you stand flat-footed on the sidewalk You 
have seen well-trained and friendly little kids who seem wholly at 
ease among strangers, and you have seen friendly and good-natured 
extroverts who sé¢em at home in any company and never show any 
sign of embarrassment or awkwardness. 

You admire them all and say to yourself: “What perfect poise 
they have!” Well, they do have poise, but it is the easy kind. 
They act at ease because they feel at ease. It is pleasant to see, 
but it is nothing remarkable. Any unshorn and undisciplined hill- 
billy can act the way he feels. Ewen savages do it. 

But such poise is no evidence of breeding or civilized training. 
The people who are decorously at ease because they feel] that way 
might raise a ruckus and make a dreadful scene the next moment 
if they happened to feel another way. Their poise is not a result 
of self-discipline. 

Real poise means self-control. The poise that makes people 
seem grown-up and civilized and well-bred is the poker-faced kind 
that preserves dignity and manners and never reveals an emotion 
except intentionally. 

If a woman without poise is offended by a waiter or clerk, she 
may devoutly wish to conceal her Anger. But her voice trembles 
and her eyes fill with tears, and her emotion is exposed to all the 
gaping world. She can hide her feeling no more than a child can. 

The test of true poise is the ability to seem serene and at ease 
and sure of yourself when you are scared stiff or mad enough to 
fight. It takes some doing, but it always gives you the upper hand.

ide Cracks: 
In German Morale 


This is the last of two articles by Pierre J. Huss, author of 
“The Foe We Face” and for eight years chief Berlin correspondent 
of International News Service, analyzing how the accelerted pace 
of Allied aerial attacks on Germany will affect the Hitler war 
machine. More intense bombings, Huss says, may bring about 
the long hoped for collapse of Nazidom.

YORK, Feb. 12.—(INS)—Nazi Germany shows 
promising signs today that in the long run she will “fall 
apart” under consistent Allied “thunder-bolt” raids against 
her industrial and transportation sy stem. 

Evidence gathered through dl---— _ 
verse channels and aerial photog- 
raphy reveals without doubt that 
after 41 months of war, the Nazi,

machine and snarls traffic another 
notch. 
Priority for Rail Shops. 

It is known that German rail- 
road repair shops have priority 
by order of the high command in 
their demand for raw material, a 
Significant sign in itself. 

A gratifying Hitler prewar mis- 
calculation was his neglect of Ger- 
man railways in favor of the dou- 
ble-track highways he sponsored. 

His idea ‘vas that the motor 
would replace the locomotive as 
the major carrier in peace or war. 
Consequently German iailways 
got a second-hand deal under him, 
and were caught totally unpre- 
pared for the giant task of war. 

Lack of gasoline quickly rele- 
gated the highways to secondary 
importance in che past three years, 
so that now the German railways 
are groaning under the herculean 
task of carrying the vastly in- 
creased and extended traffic of 
the whole nation. 

Hitler again erred grossly in as- 
Suming that Russia’s rolling stock 
could be taken over by conquest, 
as he had taken over the bulk of 
Polish, Belgian, French and Bal- 
kan railway stock. 

Soviets Destroyed Rails. 

The Germans invented and ap- 
plied a special track device to nar- 
row the Russian gauge down to 
European specifications, but the 
retreating Soviets left scarcely any 
undamaged rolling : 

Russian freight 
stroyed wholesale 
shops and machinery were dyna- 
mited, and railway bridges and 
junctions blown to pieces. The re- 
sult was that the German inva- 
sion of Russia threw an almost 
back-breaking strain on the rail- 
Ways, and that strain. has in- 
creased since 1941. 

Another unexpected load came 
with application by Britain at the 
outbreax of war of a sea block- 
jade. German railways conse- 
‘quently had to bear all former 
German sea transported cargo or- 
dinarily carried in ships via the 
Mauiielbcemane or on the North 
sea. ‘The water route used to he 
the outlet for German railway 
traffic; it is now a liability. 

Thus, it can be seen that Hit. 
ler’s railways are h: indicapped and 
overburdened to start with. to <ayv 
nothing of suffering through ne- 
glect. However, thev are the SVS- 
tematic target of Allied planes, 
with devastating results. 

Raids Center on Trains. 

For example, the terrific RAF 
attack on Nueremberg last August 
was aimed at the great railway 
function from the Ruhr to south. 
east Europe and from central Ger. 
many to Italy. 

Every raid on Cologne shatters 
railway shops, rolling stock and 
the endless locomotive  round- 
houses in the sprawling yards. Al- 
lied bombers have raised havoc 
with German railways by blasting 
such workshops and junctions as 

Saarbrucken, Kassel, Mainz. Osna- 
brueek and Karlsruhe. 

In addition, the contributing 
railway nets of Occupied France 
and the Lowlands have suffered 
similar punishment, that all in 
all Hitler’s traffic network is 
creaking and limping more with 
each passing month. 

In industry and civilian life, 


Serious damage has been inflict 
ed by Allied bombs on the Nazi 
industrial front, and German rail- 
ways are “creaking” loudly under 
the strain. 

Throughout the

Hitler Miscalculated. 

Hitler smugly convinced himself 
before the war that Germany was 
‘“*bomb-proof” and fairly safe from 
air attacks behind a _ powerful 
Luftwaffe shield and highly de- 
veloped zones of antiaircraft de- 
fense. 

His miscalculation was enor- 
mous, and may prove the key to 
Germany's collapse in the end. 
Flying Fortresses in the current 
year are sure to pounce on CGer- 
many so hard ‘that production and 
supply will be plunged irfo chaos, 
therewith effectively undermining 
the endurance power of Hitler's 
fighting and home fronts. 

Although it would 
to wishful thinking and 
that Germany alre 
the verge of a crackup, the latest 
facts compiled on “inside Ger 
many’ conclusively confirm that 
the first fissures and cracks are 
evident. 

Under a consistent Allied air 
onslaught in coming months, these 
Initial wounds can be deepened to 
dangerous proportions with repeat- 
ed attacks until the land is wide 
open to a smashing onslaught from 
the outside. 

Strike at Railways. 

One of the major 
Hitler’s “‘Achilles heel”—at which 
the Allied bombers have struck is 
the German railway system.

DOUGLAS, Ga. Feb. 12.—A 
program for deferment from draft 
of farmers who have eight war 
units to their credit and show po- 
tentialities of obtaining eight more 
units, was mapped here Wednes- 
day by Colonel Cliff Hatcher, 
head of state selective service 
board, together with Army and 
Navy officers, and more than 125 
draft board officials and farm 
agents. 

Under the program, the units 
are designated by an agricultural 
committee. A certain number of 
acres of certain crops are counted 
one unit: possessing a certain num- 
ber of fowls or pigs counts an- 
other unit; one cow and produc- 
tion of her feed counts one unit, 
and so on through all farm prod- 
ucts, Colonel Hatcher explained 

To be considered by the draft) 
board for deferment, a farmer 
must present eight war units 
which might be, for example. 
owning of eight cows and produc 
ing feed for them. But to be ac 
tually deferred, the farmer with 
the eight cows, must acquire with- 
in a given period of time, another 
eight wnits either through addi- 
tional cattle or by increasing his 
farm production, he said.
